BOMBAY. Aug. 30 — India with 
all her vast millions in manpow er 
will “throw her full weight into the 
struggle" with Britain against the 
axis powers only if India's inde­ 
pendence is acknowledged. Pandit 
Jaw aharlal 
Nehru, 
form er 
presi­ 
dent of the Indian National Con­ 
gress. declared today. 
Nehru said the Aug. 8 statem ent 
by Lord Linlithgow, British vice­ 
roy of India, reiterating promises 
of "em pire partnership" between 
India and Britain a t the end of the 
war was actually a continuation of 
the “entire British policy of creat­ 
ing and aggravating disruptive ten ­ 
dencies, crushing nationalism and 
advance 
elements 
in 
favor 
of 
feudal and reactionary groups so 
as to consolidate British imperial­ 
ism.” 
Opposed To Naziism 
In an exclusive interview, ex­ 
plaining the India C ongress’ refusal 
to cooperate with the em pire's war 
effort, N ehru said: 
“W e 
a re 
opposed 
entirely 
to 
Naziism, but we also are opposed 
to imperialism, with which we have 
had b itter experience ourselves and 
which crushes our growth and ex­ 
ploits us. 
"The 
demand of congress for 
complete independence as opposed 
to the promised dominion status 
is based on tho idea th at if the war 
is really a war for democracy and 
freedom, 
then 
imperialism 
m ust 
end and the independence and self- 
determ ination of India m u st be 
acknowledged.’* 
In th a t event, he said. "India 
would throw her full w eight into 
the struggle.’* 
Reply Proved Unsatisfactory 
“Congress sought no power or 
position for itself,” he declared, 
"but demanded an elected consti­ 
tuent assem bly to fram e India's 
constitution. 
“The British governm ent’s reply 
was wholly unsatisfactory and In 
most provinces the provincial gov­ 
ernment a resigned in protest. 
“Since then autonomy has been 
suspended and autocratic rule pre­ 
vails. It is the old conflict between 
parliam ents and the king's auto­ 
cracy which England. Amerioa and 
France know so well.” 
Since the independence plea was 
m ade l l months ago. Nehru said. 
“the w ishes of the Indian people 
have been ignored completely and 
overridden by m eans of govern­ 
ment by ordinance and decree.” 
H undreds of well known public 
workers, he said, have been a r­ 
rested.

Aug. 30 — The 
desolate desert may be a paradise 
of silence to everybody else, but to 
the Hollywood sound engineer it is 
the most disturbing, noisiest place. 
Bill Hamilton and George Coop­ 
er, sound engineers on a three- 
month 
location 
job 
during 
the 
filming of Wesley Ruggles' “Ari­ 
zona", testify that the desert pre­ 
sents more unwelcome sound In­ 
trusions than any other setting for 
motion pictures. 
When the company of 250 Holly- 
woodites first arrived at the mile- 
square adobe city of Old Tuscon of 
1S60, built on location near the 
modern Tucson, the place seemed 
infested with rattlesnakes. 
Each 
time the rattling was heard, Rug­ 
gles dispatched sound recorders to 
catch 
them 
on a “wild" sound 
track for future dubbing. 
After 
several days of chasing the elusive 
sounds over the desert, the sound 
men 
found 
they 
were 
pursuing 
swift desert locusts, whose sounds 
closely resemble the rattles of the 
reptiles. 
Bleating 
goats

Tucson repeatedly ruined scenes 
until sound men thought of giv­ 
ing them big wads of chewing gum 
to keep them busy while the cam­ 
eras were turning.

dust, offered another problem. To 
eliminate the horse coughs, the 
animals 
were

organization—The Executive Wo­ 
men’s association. 
A white-haired grandmother, she 
is director of sales in a security 
house and past president of the 
Soroptimist club, made up of wo­ 
men executives.

’Either they have spent years 
in a small business that couldn't 
withstand the depression, or else a 
young man executive has come into 
a large organization and felt he 
couldn't give orders to an employe 
of many years’ standing—especi­ 
ally if she’s a woman. 
"Then when she tries to get an- 
otber job. she finds the going stiff 
She hears ‘too old’ and ‘nothing 
for seniors today* until she is in 
despair.
